Now it remains to be seen how well and faithfully 
the new administration delivers oft IU promise There 
is nothing easy about bringing under control a huge 
and entrenched bureaucracy 


Based on administration performance so far, 
however, one must employ a healthy skepticism 
While campaigning, for example, Mr 
Carter 
promised he would cut the White House sUff by 30 per 
cent. Instead, the White House staff, we are told, has 
grown by JO per cent since he took office. 


It should be pointed out in all fairness that there 
are certain structural impediments that make it very 
difficult to eliminate waste and promote efficiency in 
government. As a Washington reporter put it some 
time back, the bureaucrat whose fief is threatened 
knows wiles that would make Svengali himself writhe 
in envy. 


Additionally, many offices that should be done 
away with are protected by specific acts of Congress 
For example, there are 1,175 advisory boards and 
committees that cling to the government like limpeu, 
and Carter quite property ordered them weeded out. 


But what happened** To his dismay, he discovered 
that of this number only 16 could be dissolved simply 
by presidential edict. The remainder, established by 
Congress, will endure until and unless Congress goes 
through the tedious business of eliminating them one 
by one Doesn’t sound very hopeful, does it? 


Nothing would please moat Americans more than to 
see Mr. Carter deliver on the statement he uttered 
when the reorganization bill was signed: "The 
average citizen .. can anticipate that the efficiency 
and quality of government service will be improved." 


President Carter can accomplish some things in 
that direction But don’t bet on a great deal without 
the enthusiastic help of Congress 
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Jomes Kilpatrick 
Consumer Confidence Needs Repair 


American businessmen, as a group, still are failing 
badly in the one area in which they need most 
desperately to succeed--in rebuilding consumer 
confidence in their products and in their integrity. 
That melancholy conclusion emerges from a study 
of consumer attitudes just published by Sentry In­ 
surance The study was conducted under impeccable 
auspices of the Marketing Institute and the public 
opinion research firm of Louis Harris & Associates 
Some of the survey questions were so over-simplified 
that the tabulated responses have little meaning, but 
most of the figures look statistically valid. 
The data provide an opportunity for a little of the 
old Dutch uncle bit. In almost any given controversy, 
this correspondent tends instinctively to side with the 
poult of view of business, capitalism, free enterprise, 
and the open marketplace. These are the ac­ 
cumulated observations and prejudices of a life-time, 
and I make no apology for them 


All the same, business often strikes me as an 
exasperating business My friends in free enterprise 
can tx* maddening friends - bull headed, bat blind, 
insensitive and inconsistent. They spend millions to 
buy the best public relations advice that money can 
buy, but reading this survey, one wonders how often 
they take it. 
Some of the most dismaying figures have to do with 
the buying public's ‘‘perceived changes” of the past 


ten years. For example, an overwhelming 7S percent 
of the persons interviewed believe that products "do 
not last as long as they used to.” Sixty-four percent 
believe that it la "more difficult to get things 
repaired.” Half of the sample believe that consumers 
today "are getting a worse deal to the marketplace" 
than they got a decade ago. 
The Harris interviewers posed a series of questions 
having to do with guarantees and warranties. The 
answers reflected widespread dissatisfaction More 
than half of the respondents could not understand the 
warranties. Fifty-seven percent found them "not 
adequate." Almost half of the respondents thought 
the warranties were written "mainly for the 
protection of manufacturers.” 
As a part of the survey, persons in the public 
sample were handed a card listing 25 American in­ 
dustries Were these industries doing a good job or a 
poor job of serving consumers? Only four of the 25 
rated as much as a 25 percent "good job.” Banks led 
the list, with 41 percent of the public approving; then 
came department stores, small shopkeepers, and 
telephone companies 
One out (rf every three consumers believe that car 
manufacturers, auto mechanics, the oil industry, and 
used car dealers are doing a poor job. A fourth of the 
public holds a poor opinion of hospitals, doctors, 
utility companies, credit loan companies, and the 
advertising industry. 
Respondents were asked whether they agreed or 


disagreed with certain perceptions of business For 
example: It is hard to get complaints corrected. Most 
companies are so concerned about profit they don’t 
care about qua':ty. Most manufacturers don't really 
care about giving consumers a fair deal. A majority 
of the respondents agreed on each of these 
statements. 
The findings are not wholly bleak Solid majorities 
believe that within the next ten years products will be 
safer and better labeled Generally it is thought that 
"most companies will get better at handling the 
complaints of consumers ” Nearly half the respon­ 
dents look forward to a "better deal rn the market­ 
place.” A few other such tidbits emerge. 
Overall, the survey adds up to abysmal reading in 
board rooms. And perhaps the most striking con­ 
clusion is that businessmen are generally unaware of 
what is going on Hie Harris interviewers questioned 
a sample of business executives. The executives, 
most of them, thought they were doing fine. They 
liked their products, their warranties, and their 
service; they uniformly deplored regulation; they 
seemed not to understand that something is wrong. 
This is tough, unpalatable meat for business 
leaders, but they ought to bite into it. Unless they can 
change these public attitudes for the better, as the 
authors of the survey point out, "the call tor far­ 
reaching changes in the management and regulation 
of business may become irresistible.

Patterson Notes 
5 Paper Changes 


BLOOMINGTON, lnd (UPI) 
— Technological changes have 
opened the way to an increase 
rn the number of newspapers 
and erased job advantange* of 
men over women in journalism, 
according to Eugene C Patter 
son 
Patterson, president of the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, spoke Friday at a 
conference on women in news­ 
paper 
management 
al 
the 
indiana University School of 
Journalism. 
He is editor and president of 
the St Petersburg, Fit Times 
Previously he was a United 
Press International bureau 
chief, editor on the Washington 
Post and the Atlanta Journal 
and Constitution. 
"We are seeing a major 
change in the 
structure of 
American journalism,’ Patter 
son said "We are going to have 
to have new kinds of broader 
gauge management and I don’t

care if they are female or 
male This creates a problem 
and on opportunity for women

Cold type, 
offset press and a little credit 
at the bank and you can go in 
business 
Ifs not nearly as 
expensive as it was IS years 
ago which means we are going 
to have a lot of competition 
springing up around us "

technology moves the produc­ 
tion control into the newsroom 
This is a major revolution The 
editor can’t blame the printer 
for a typographical error any 
more." 
"The wave of the future is 
slowing the way of women." 
Patterson said about changed 
newspaper production methods 
"It is an entirely new learning 
srocess Women have a really 
good start at moving into these 
spots 
We are not a heavy 
manufacturing 
industry 
any 
more ” 
Patterson, 
referring 
to 
a 
speech earlier by Patncia T. 
C arbine, publisher of 
Ms. 
Magazine, said she correctly 
recognized 
that 
men 
feel 
threatened in their superiority 
by women. 
"This is a great vulnerability 
of men,” he said “It is their 
Achilles hill 
If women have 
adult 
control 
and 
recognize 
what is happening they can 
make more sense in a policy 
conversation and they can win

Men are more susceptible to 
soft soap."
